resenting certain Parent-Teacher or- 
ganizations opposed the plan, and 
Willis A, Sutton, superintendent of 
schools and author of the proposal 
to add an hour to the school day of all 
grammar school grades from the fourth 
grade up and in the junior and senior 
high schools. 

Hints of politics crept into the meet- 
ing when Mr. Sutton stated “he un- 
derstood the fight that is being made 
on the plan,” while several of those 
who are opposing the plan declared 
they thought the matter was to. be 
submitted to parent-teacher organiza- 
tions for study and recommendation 
before any definite action was taken.

President Coolidge is understood to 
be keenly desirous of taking at an 
early date this next step which is ex- 
pected to materialize in a resolution 
by congress at its forthcoming ses- 
sion, directing or requesting the exe- 
cutive to call an international con- 
ference for codification of interna- 
tional law. 

The Coolidge polices for promotion 
of world peace comprise chiefly this 
move for codification of internation- 
al law and a conference of  paval 
powers for further limitation of na- 
val armament which he contemplates 
calling if the League of Nations dis- 
armament conference fails as now 
seems likely.

Five robberies in as many different 
states Friday netted bandits a total 
of more than $200,000 and resulted 
in the death of one bank employee 
without authorities capturing 4 single 
one of the 19 gunmen who perpe- 
trated the hold-ups. 

Kentucky came in for a share of 
the day’s raids, when two men swooped 
down on the Fern Creek bank, near 
Louisville, and gathered in $1,435. 
This was the second time the bank | 
has been robbed, two men raiding it | 
last June. 

Get Loot of $140,000. 

At LaPorte, Ind., five unmasked 
bandits covered employees and cus- 
tomers of a bank, forcing them to 
lie face down on the floor, and gath- 
ered $40,000 in cash and $100,000 
in negotiable securities. |

eaped with $35,000.

In other words the doctors took 
the position that, the change is 80 
“sweeping and universal throughout 
the entire system” that it should be 
given the acid test in a_ properly 
equipped laboratory. They pointed 
out that this suggestion was not an 
effort to sidestep the issue, but an 
earnest effort to ascertain the advan- 
tages which might accrue from such a 
system.

Washington, November 12.—Last 
night and today there were freely 
voiced chiétges by anti-world court 
politicians that President Coolidge 
has hi-jacked their bandwagon and got 
away with their gold-lined saxophone. 
In his Kansas City speech he blew 
upon it lustily, and informed the ears 
of the 100 per cent Americans that 
he would adhere to the senate reserv- 
ations. and without acquiescence If 
them by the other nations, this nation 
woul! not adhere to their court. 

Opinion around the senate office 
building is “so say we all of us, aml 
ys is a common feeling that the 
world court. protocol is dead now im 
American politics. There is no « elief 
that the other nations will consent 
unanimously te our reservations. If 
they cannot limit our independence 
when a purely American interest Is 
involved, they really have no use for 
us onthe world court bench. Their 
refusal to promptly accept our res- 
ervations is taken as proof that they 
want to control our indépendence on 
foreign debt settlements and immigra- 
tion restrictions. i 

The president has taken the role of 
gap-boy to let none of our branded 
cattle out and none of the foreign 
mavericks in. He stands pat now on 
what the senate agreed was a proper 
‘American position, and now that out 
offer is on the table, it is wholly up 
to the nations to take it or leave it. 

It also is suggested that the presi- 
dent's speech is intended to aid the 
under-cover efforts of republican lead- 
ers to restore an entente cordiale be- 
tween the party regulars and in- 
surgenis. The purpose is plain now 
to mace all possible concessions to 
the insurrectos, beginning with Sena- 
ter.

Certain 
demands of the insurgents will have 
to be complied with, or they -can, if 
the democrats should desire it, so 
filibuster in the short session as to 
defeat imperative legislation and ap- 
propriations and force an extra ses- 
sion early next year. The president 
does not want the new congress on his 
hands until the last hour, and there- 
fore the insurgents are in a position 
to ferce the granting of their e- 
mands.

Atlanta Methodism got its start in a) 
little building located at the corner 
of Ivy and Houston: streets. In 1845 
the first protracted meeting was held 


on the second floor of an_ old grain 
warehouse on Wheat street, now Au- 


burn ‘arenue.. In September, 1847. |; 


Atlanta Methodists held their first 
quarterly meeting, over an old cotton 
shed where the’ Grand theater now 
stands. At that quarterly meeting it 
was determined to erect a church 
house. _ The following year Bishop 
James O. Andrews dedicated the 
church house, which was known as 
Wesley chapel. Two years later Wes- 
ley chapel was separated from the 
tur circuit and made a separate 
station. In 1870 a still larger build- 
ing was erected on the spot where the 
Candler building now stands, and, in 
1871, the name was changed from 
Wesley chapel to the First Methodist 
church of Atlanta. In 1903 the church 
house was moved to its present lo- 
cation, Peachtree street and Porter 
place. Trinity Methodist church was 
_ founded in 1853. by Green B. Hay- 
good, in a little house on McDonough 
street. A church house was erected 
the following year. In 1864, when 
Sherman was attacking the city, the 
church house was closed for two con- 
secutive Sundays, and was used at 
that time as a store house for furni- 
ture, until the siege should be over. 
In 1865, when eleven members gould 
be assembled, the services started 
anew, and have continued till now.

Fifty years ago today was publish- 
ed the balance sheet of the centennial 
exhibition at Philadelphia. It had 
been open from May 10 to November 
10 and had been held to commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of the Decla- 
ration of American Independence, 
signed in that city on July 2, 1776, 
and proclaimed on the 4th, which 


/has since been celebrated throughout 


. Would 
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the land as “Independence day.’”’ 

The first official conception of the 
centennial exhibition was an _e act 
passed by eongrese March 4 1871, 
creating the United States centennial 
commission, under whose supervision 
the exhibition was organized, con- 
structed and carried through to per- 
fect success, 

On July 5, 1873, the secretary oof 
state sent official invitations to the 
foreign nations and of the 39 nations 
so invited all accepted and sent goods 
in great profusion. In the main build- 
ing the foreign exhibits were three- 
fifths of the whole number and in the 
art building they were three-fourths. 

On the opening day President Grant, 
leading national dignitaries of all 
kinds, and accompanied by Emperor 
Dom Pedro, of Brazil, graced the cere- 
monies. It was the occasion when 
Sidney Lanier, our nonpareil south- 
ern poet, uttered one of his most dis- 
tinguished hymns. r 

The exhibition covered 60 acres of 
Fairmont park and was notable for 
the beauty of all its appointments, 

There were 8,004,325 paid admis- 
sions, a total attendance of 9,799,592, 
and the total receipts were $4,507,- 
749.75, so that it was a financial suc- 
cess as well. ad 

Its history stands out brilliantly 
against the sombre background of the 
near-closing Sesqui-Centennial that 
has been a dismal failure from every 
point of view and judgment.

“If a movement supplemental to 
the present bankers’ holding plans 
was inaugurated, by which individ- 
uals and business concerns would ad- 
vance on cotton and increase the 
volume withdrawn from the imme- 
diate market, it would have a double 
value; first, stabilize the price and 
market, second, to bring home to a 
greater sige of people the grave 
loss that will follow another large 
crop, and thereby strengthen the 
propaganda against such a calamity.”

Washington, November 12.—Moul- 
trie Hitt, president, calls the anrual 
meeting of the Georgia state society 
for November 17 for election of offi- 
cers and inauguration of the winter 
program of entertainmenis. A _ large 
attendance of Georgians is expécted 
and the society, growing in numbers 
and position among the state societies 
of the national capital, will be an out- 
standing social unit of the season.

Cincinnati, November 12.—(4)— 
Without emotion and apparently with- 
out remorse, Edward W. Lovelace, 35, 
described to police today how he had 
killed his brother-in-law, Everett 
Heath, 20, Waynesburg, Ky., and then 
threw tht body into the Ohio river.

convicte@®of the murder of William H. 
Cheek, Peachtree road grocer, must 
die in the electric chair in Milledge- 
ville on November 26, according to 
the resentence of Judge John OD. 
Humphries Friday morning in “Fulton 
superior court. 


In passing the second sentence of 
death upon Gore, Judge Humphries 


declared that the court had given him’ 


a fair trial and that the proceedings 
had been upheld by the supreme court, 
and due to this fact there was only 
one sentence that could be given un- 
der the verdict of the trial jury. 

Gore appeared in court neatly 
dressed and perfectly calm His voice 
faltered and his lips twitched as he 
remarked, “I still do not feel that I 
should be electrocuted for what I 
have done as every one knows that I] 
did not commit the murder. If I had 
done so I would have gone before 
this. All I ask is that His will be 
done.” 

Reuben Garland, attorney for the 
condemned man, has made a desperate 
fight for Gore's life and was success- 
ful in snatching his client fram death 
at the eleventh hour once befote.

Governor Clifford Walker granted 
a 60-day respite. which expired on 
September 14. Within a few hours 


of the time of the electrocution At- 
torney Garland again secured a respite 
upon filing a mandamus nisi, alleg- 
ing that the defendant must again 
be resentenced before the execution 
could take place, according to law. 
This allegation was upheld by the su- 
preme court and Gore was brought 
before the court Friday morning and 
resentenced., ; 
An extraordinary motion for a new 
trial based on the grounds of newly 
discovered evidence is being prepared 
by Attérney Garland and will be filed 
at an early date, it was learned. 
Gore was one of a trio of bandits 
who visited the grocery of We H. 
Cheek, on Peachtree road, on _ the 
night of December 19, for the purpose

SCHNEIDER CUP 
AIR CONTESTS 
HEID TODAY 


Norfolk, Va., November 12. The 
stage is set for the Jacques Schneider 
trophy contest here tomorrow when 
three of the United States navy’s best 
fliers will race Italy’s aces in what are 
believed to be the fastest seaplanes 
ever developed. Fair and warmer 
weather is the forecast. 

The United States will be represent- 
ed by Lieutenant C. Frank Schilt, U. 
S. M. C.; Lieutenant George T. Cud- 
dihy, U. S. N., and Lieutenant W. G. 
Tomlinson, U. 8S. N., while Italy is 
depending on Major Mario De Ber- 
nardi, Captain Arturo Ferrarin and 
Lientenant Adriano Bacula. 

The seaplanes will do five laps of 
a triangular course of 50 kilometers 
for a total of 350 kilometers, or 217 
miles, withthe expectation that the 
winner must exceed 250 miles an 
hour. The start will be at the nayal 
operating base at Norfolk. 

The crash of the. Curtiss-Packard 
plane during navigability tests yester- 
day leaves the Americans with two 
special Curtiss machines with 600 and 
700 horsepower respectively. A Cur- 
tiss Hawk plane will be substituted 
for the wrecked craft. .The three Ital- 
ian planes are identical, Macchi-built 
and equipped with 800 horsepower 
Fiat motors. 

Both the Italians and Americans 
have made speeds approaching 260 
miles an hour in tests, it is rumored, 
but officially this is a closely guarded 
secret, 

The entrance of the Curtiss Hawk 
has caused considerable interest among 
airplane men, and it has been sug- 
gested that this slower craft, which 
bas a maximum speed of approximate- 
lv 160 miles, may be the only one to 
finish and thereby become the winner. 

If the United States wins this year, 
this country will have permanent pos- 
session of the trophy and .the races 
will be discontinued. If Italy wins, 
the next year’s contest will take place 
in that country.

ESCAPES DEATH 
AS SHIP FALLS 


Norfolk, Va., November 12.—()— 
Lieutenant W. G. Tomlinson, navy 
flier, designated today as the third 
member of the American Schneider ¢ 
race team, in place of Lieutenant C. 
C, Champion, barely’ escaned with his 
life at 11:04 o'clock from the wreck 
of ®he Curtiss-Packard plane he was 
to have flown tomorrow. 

One-fourth mile off the naval air 
station's hangars, while putting the 
Curtiss-Packard plane through the 
navigability tests, the voung flier’s 
craft sank with its pilot squeezed 
into its tiny cockpit. 

For several seconds Lieutent Tom- 
linson, clad in heavy flying clothes 
and strapped to the plane, was sub- 
merged. Then spectators saw him 
crawl out of the water and to the top 
of one of the upturned pontoons of 
his plane. He waved dis hand to re- 
assure those ashore. 

Rushed to Base.

One of the promi pone features of 
the Friday morning session of the con- 
ference was an address delivered by 
Dr. W. W. Alexander, of Nashviile, 
secretary of the International Racial 
commission, on the subject of race re- 
lations in the south. 

Other items of conference business 
attended to pertained to hearing re- 
ports of undergraduate ministers and 
holding a session of the legal confer- 
ence. 

In his address on race relations Dr. 
Alexander -said the state of Georgia 
is to be congratulated on improvement 
in its record of mob violence, only one 
case being recorded for this year, with 
numerous consequent indictments. He 
thought progress in the settlement of 
this great question of race relations 
would be made in keeping with the 
local communities’ work for a solution 
of their own problems. 

Urges Education. 

He asserted that preachers wold 
prove mighty factors in bringing about 
complete abolition of mob violence, and 
urged that attention be given eduva- 
tion of negroes rather than the con- 
stant demonstration of harsh legal 
processes. He cited the record of 
Payne college in Augusta, an institu- 
‘tion devote:| to training negro leaders, 
and none of whose graduates have ever 
been arrested, as a concrete example 
of what educational uplift will sccom- 
plish for negroes, 

Ile thought efforts made in the 
south in this special work constitute 
this section’s most important contricu- 
tion to civilization since the days of 
the civil war and a demonstration of 
the truth that a backward people can 
be developed and uplifted.

American Dancers Win_ in 
Suit for Damages Against 
Paris Theater. 


Paris, November 12.—(/)—The 
hurt feelings of Roszika and Yansci 
Dolly, American dancers, better known 
as the “Dolly Sisters,” are worth 550,- 
000 francs (about $18,200) under an 
award granted them in the civil court 
today. : 

The Dolly sisters thus came out vic- 
forious in their suit against the Mou- 
lin Rouge theater, which they claim 
that they would be the big stars of a 
show in 1924 and then giving the 
French dancer, Mistinguette, more 
money and just as much publicity. 

The civil court, in awarding the 
damages, decided that the theater had 
not fulfilled its obligations with the 
Dollys. The American dancers had 
been signed up at 3,000 frances daily 
in August, 1924, and were promised 
that no name would appear as promi- 
nently as theirs on the advertisement 
programs and that no, advertising 
would go out witfout mentioning 
them. Later, the theater hired Mis- 
tinguette at 5,000 frances daily and, 
according to the Dollys, gave her a 
better opportunity to star. 

All these things so hurt the artistic 
sensibilities of the American dancers 
that they quit the show and sued the 
management of the Moulin Rouge for 
damages.
